BRUSSELS, Dec. 1 (WP).— 
Outgoing U.S. Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld today suggested 
that the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization invite Spanish gov- 
ernment officials to sit in 88 ob- 
servers at high-level NATO meet- 
ings after parliamentary elections 
are held in Spain, 

Mr. Rumsfeld’s suggestion at a 
closed semi-annual meeting of 
defense ministers from 13 NATO 
countries reflects increasing U.S. 
emphasis on bringing post-Franco 
Spain into the Atlantic alliance, 
according to U.S. officials.

Suarez Said to Bar Admitting 
Communists Before 1977 Vote 


MADRID, Dec. 7 (Reuters). 
Premier Adolfo Suarez is not 
prepared to recognize the Com- 
munist party before Spain's par- 
Hamentary elections next year, 
informed sources said today. 

They said thaf Mr. Suarez 
made. his position known to for- 
mer West German Chancellor 
‘Willy Brandt, who conferred with 
him yesterday. 


Mr, Brandt, president of the 
Socialist International, returned 
to Germany today after attend- 
ing the Spanish Socialist party 
congress, the first in 44 years. 

At the congress, Mr. Brandt 
said that there could be no last- 
ing peace in Spain without a 
strong Socialist party. He called 
the meeting the start of the pro- 
cess of turning Spain into a 
democracy. 

“We have much hope and ex- 


pectation before the grave, his- 
toric responsibility of taking 
part without traumas in the 
building of a democratic Spain 
that will be an integral and ir- 
reversible part of Europe,” he 
said. “Europe awaits you.” 

The sources said that Mr. 
Suarez also refused to accommo- 
date rightist perties which want 
the elections fo be held as early 
85 next March to give them an 
advantage over leftist groups, 
which still have to organize. 

Mr. Suarez was said to be 
thinking of holding the elections 
in May. 

‘The Premier's refusal to recog- 
nize the Communist party before 
the elections presented a major 
obstacle for talks with leftist op- 
position parties, which have 
threatened to boycott next week's 
referendum on constitution! re- 
forms.

Giscard and Tito 
Agree Détente 
Applies to All 


BELGRADE. Dec. 7 (UPI).— 
France and Yugoslavia agreed 
today that real détente does not 
apply only to the superpowers 
but is based on respect for the 
Independence and equality of all 
nations and the absence of inter- 
ference in thelr internal affairs. 

The agreement between a mem- 
ber of the Atlantic alliance and 
a Communist leader of the 
Third World came in the form 
of a joint communiqué signed by 
President Valéry Giscard d‘Es- 
taing and President Tito. 

It climaxed Mr. Giscard d'Es- 
taing’s two-day official visit. the 
first to this Balkan nation by a

Fertilizer, Farm-Gear Firms 
In U.S. Eye China as Market

WASHINGTON, Dec, 7 (WP). 
—US8. producers of farm ma- 
chinery and agricultural chem- 
icals are looking with modest 
hope toward China as a potential 
new market. 

Por centuries, Chinese agri- 
culture bas been based on the 
labor of hordes of peasants using 
primitive farming techniques. 

But there are hints of change 
In Peking policy. 

Executives attending a recent 
daylong seminar on China’s agri- 
culture said that Western “agri- 
business” methods would he need- 
ed to diversify the country's 
tice-based diet, keep pace with 
Population growth, reclaim arid 
lands for farming and raise the 
living standards for the 785 mil- 
Yon rura] Chinese living in vast 
communes, 

That view was supported by 
several academic experts who 
Said that massive capital invest- 
ment would be needed in the 
next phase of the country’s agri- 
cultural development. 

China's push toward farm 
mechanization and modernization 
began under the late Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, but the future of 
Western technology sales and 
farm exports to China was un- 
certain during internal political 
struggles that took place in the 
first nine months of this year. 

But power now 15 in the hands 
of a new regime of economic 
Pragmatists led by Hua Kuo- 
feng, who is both party chair- 
man and head of the government 
as Premier. As 8 result of that 
group's ascendancy, U.S. multi- 
national firms are stepping up 
their campaign to improve their 
access to the potentially huge 
Chinese market. 

Representatives of US. firms 
making insecticides, fungicides 
and herbicides, teluding Dow 
Chemical, Du Pont and Monsanto, 
arrived in China Nov. 11] for 
“technical talks,” 

In 1973, China turned to a U.S. 
tirm for help in increasing chem- 
ical fertilizer production. It bought 
elght ammonia plants from the 
Pullman Kellogg Co. and eight 
urea plants from a Pullman Kel- 
logg affiliate in the Netherlands. 
The first two plants in the $300- 
million complex, one of the 
world’s largest, are scheduled to 
Start producing fertilizer before 
the end of the year, 

Thet investment, coupled with 
potash and phosphate imports, 
15 abmed at overcoming a serious 
fertilizer deficit. Between 1966 
and this year, China increased 
its output of chemical fertilizers 
from 10 milion to 30 million tons 
8. year, But experts at the St. 
Louis conference on China's agri- 
culture said that up to half of 
all the nutrients applied to the 
ground are made up of animal 
manure, night soil and mud from 
lakes. 

China is the world’s leading 
producer of rice and grain, and 
its requirements for foreign food

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 7 
(NYT).—Jozo Goulart, 58, the 
last civilian president cf Brazil, 
died yesterday of natural causes 
at a ranch he owned in northern 
Argentina, where he bad spent 
the last three years of his 12- 
year exile.

U.S. Airlines Ask 
Help for Plan on 


Noise Abatement 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 7 1AP).— 
The nation’s airlines urged last 
week that a 2per-cent sur- 
charge be added to the price of 
airline tickets, to provide funds 
to help reduce airplane notse. 

The proposal would not raise 
ticket prices because the airlines 
also proposed thet the current 
8-per-cent federal tax, which 
funds airport construction, be 
reduced to 6 per cent. 

The proposal was opposed by 
the President's Council on Wage 
and Price Stability. which argu- 
ed that any such approach would 
be giving the airlines a federal 
subsidy with which to acquire 
Dew equipment or to improve ex- 
isting equipment. 

The testimony was given Wed- 
nesday as Transportation Secre- 
tary. William Coleman jr. held 
ἃ public hearing on ways to fi- 
nance the government's aircraft 
noise-abatement policy. 

That policy, announced last 
month, calls for all airplanes 
which do not meet federal noise 
standards—about 1,600, bullt be- 
fore the noise standard went into 
effect -In 1969—be fitted with 
sound-absorbing materials or be 
phased out. 

The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability told Mr. Coleman 
that giving the airlines federal 
assistance in meeting the stan- 
derds would open the door to 
other industries asking for simi- 
jar assistance. 


Obituaries 
Joao Goulart, Brazil Populist, 
Was Last Civilian President 


ihe military constantly raises the 
image of the disorderly Goulart 
period as a reminder of the foliy 
of elvilian governments. 

Mr. ‘Goulart was born in the 
southernmost Brazilian state oi 
Rio Grande Do Sul. where his 
parents were affluent ranchers. 
Like many civilian presidents on 
the continent, his first taste of 
politics occurred in the university, 
where he was a leader of a left- 
ist student mcrement. 


By his early 20s. Mr. Goulart 
became a disciple of Getulio 
Vargas, who was president and 
dictator from 1930 to 1945 and 
from 1950 until his suicide in 
1954, 

In 1950 Mr. Goulart rode Mr. 
Vargas's coattails to win a con- 
gressional race. In 1953 he galn- 
ed national prominence when 
ir. Vargas named him minister 
of labor, industry and commerce. 

In 1955, at 37, Mr. Goulart 
was elected vice-president, and 
re-elected in 1960. 

Mr. Goulart achieved the pres- 
idency in 1961 when Janio Qua- 
ἄγος suddenly resigned as chief 
of state without explanation, a 
few months after his landslide 
election. 

Despite military opposition and 
an abortive coup attempt, Mr. 
Goulart was ratified as presi- 
dent by Congress. But military 
plotting against him continued 
throughout the next three years. 

Segments of public opinion 
turned against Mr. Goulart as 
he sought to restructure politics 
and economics. Rural landown- 
ers opposed his agrarian reforms, 
Businessmen resented his liberal 
wage increases for labor. And the 
military hierarchy unified against 
him when he declined to suppress 
rebellions by leftist noncommis- 
stoned officers.

Benjamin Britten Is Buried; 
_A Leading English Composer

ALDEBURGE, England, Dec. 7. 
British composer Benjamin 
Britten was buried today in a 
hilltop churchyard overlooking 
the eastern England fishing vil- 
lage which was his home and 
inspiration. 

Lord Britten, made ἃ lord this 


year, died Saturday at 63. after 
several years of heart trouble. 


A prolific and versatile com- 
poser, Lord Britten’s best-known 
works were his 11 operas, which 
include “Peter Grimes,” “A Mid- 
smmmer Night's Dream" and 
“Death in Venice.” His monu- 
mental “War Requiem." a clas- 
sical mass, was judged in 1972 
“the most significant composi- 
tion of the past 25 years” in an 
international survey of 76 music 
critics and publishers. 

His orchestral works inchnde 
the “Young Person's Guide to 
the Orchestra” and many song 
cycles, 


A semi-invalid since heart sur- 

gery 9 1978, when “Death in 
Venice” was given its world pre- 
miere at the Aldeburgh Festival, 
Lord Britten was working on 
new compositions until his con- 
dition worsened recenily. 
, One of his last compositions, 
the cantata “Phaedra,” was per- 
formed last summer at the Al- 
deburgh Festival, which he 
founded in 1948. 


Wrote Music for Use 

NEW YORK (NYT).—Lord Brit- 
ten carried a double burden 
through much of his career. 
Some crities proclaimed him as 
the greatest English composer 
since Henry Purcell, while others, 
especially in his younger days, 
fastened on his dazzling technical 
facility to dismiss him as 8, clever 
but superficial artist. 

Lord Britten himself took a 
more practical view of his abil- 
ities. He best explained himself 
perhaps when he received the 
first Aspen Award at Aspen, Colo. 
in 1964. Accepting a $30,000 prize 
for “the individual anywhere in 
the world judged te have made 
the greatest contribution to the 
advancement of the humanities,” 
the composer said: “I certainly 
write music for human beings— 
directly and deliberately. I do 
not write for posterity—in any 
case, the outlook for that is 
somewhat uncertain, 1 want my 
music to be of use to people.” 

Although he wrote in a style 
that most Usteners might identify 
as “modern,” with large injections 

. Of dissonence, Lord Britten never 
embraced the more controversial 
musical fashions of his time. A 
smattering of his works—‘Owen 
Wingrave.” “The Turn af the 


Screw" and “A Midsummer 
Night's Dream”—contains fleeting 
Passages in which 12-tone rows 
appear. But on the whole, Lord 
Britten scorned the avant-garde, 
especially for what he regarded 
as its willing isolation from the 
music-Joving public. 

He, in turn, was scorned by 
many avent-gardists as a retro- 
grade traditionalist. He once told 
an interviewer that the composers 
he felt most in tune with were 
Aaron Copland in the United 
States and Dimitri Shostakovich 
in the Soviet Union. Like Lord 
Britten, they have written many 
works that entered the interna- 
tional repertory and both have 
been condescended to by some 
of the avant-garde. 

The Aspen Award, ane of dozens 
of honors heaped on the slim, 
curlyhaired Briton, came in re- 
sponse to his “War Requiem,” a 
1961 work for chorus and orcheatrn 
that struck a sympathetic chord 
throughout the world. A pacifist 
and conscientious objector in 
World War I, Lord Britten 
chose for his text a mixture of 
Latin liturgy and the anguished 
poems of Wilfred Owen, a British 
soldier who died in World War L 
Within a few months of its first 
performance in May, 1962, “War 
Requiem" had been performed 
throughout the world and recard- 
ed with Lord Britten conduct- 
ing. .

Accord Against 
Rhine Pollution 


BONN, Dee. 7 (OPI!.—Fiv2 
European nations have signed 
three agreements to protect the 
Rhine's waters against pollution 
iu what they called “a first step 
in the right direction,” 

But both the West German 
Association for the Protection of 
Rivers ond an association of five 
waterworks said the agree 5 
would fail to puray the river and 
represented an attempt, by the 
governments responsible to divert 
attention from the real problems 
of pollution. 

Ministers from West Germany, 
France, the Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg and Switzerland sized 
agreements calling for a reduc- 
tion in the amounts of chlorides 
that France dumps into the river 
from potash mines in Alsace and 
prohibiting industries channeling 
certain noxious chemicals mto 
the Rhine. The list of banned 
chemicals will be drawn up Jatcr 
by the International Rhine 
Protection Commuisston, 

Under the terms of the third 
agreement, the European Eco-

Housten 55, 


U.S. Medical Gains From Soviet Exchange 


By David K. Shipler 


W iNYT).—The United States 

has gained a great deal from a pro- 

gram of Joint Soviet-U.S. medical research 

since the exchange of medical data, drugs 

and technology began in 1972. szcording 
ta soma of the U.S. scientists involved. 


Lest year the research produced 89 joint- ὦ 


ly published scientifie papers. Next year a 
joint book is due on cardiovascular surgery 
by Dr. Boris Petrovsky. the Soviet minister 


of nealth, and Dr. Michael DeBakey, prest-. 


dent of the Bavlor College of Medicine in 
Houston. 

One hundred Soviet selenusts and 100 
US scientists are working in each other's 
countries annually, concentrating on six 
basic areas—ceancer, heart disease, enviren- 
mental health, arthritis, influenza and 
the underlying biology of schizophrenia. 

For U.S. researchers, much of the ad- 
vantage derives from their new eecess to 
the taree data of Soviet society—in which 
the paiterns of disease within 2 popula- 
tion of 256 million can be aualyzed—and 
from their exposure to the resulis of 
medica) procedures that are not often 
ted in the United States. 

When Dr Theodore Cooper. assistant 
secretary of health. education and welfare. 
visited Moscow several weeks ago with @ 
scientific delegation to renew the joint 
research agreement. he said that he 
thought US. medical knowledge was gain- 
ing from contact with the Soviet Union 
in the f.elds of beart disease. heart sur- 
gery articial hearts cancer and arthritis 

On the subject of heart disease. Dr. 
Cocper noted that scientists had discover- 
ed, in examining 8. sample of 30,000 people. 
€.000 of them in Leningrad and Moscow 
and 24.000 in ἃ dozen U.S, cities, that So- 
viet citizens without arteriosclerosis often 
had high levels of fatty proteins. known 25
